The Village of Virgil sign will have to go to clear a sight line for the driveway to the 
new winery on Niagara Stone Road. The fieldstone surrounding the centre medallion 
is expected to crumble if the sign is moved, so there will likely be a new sign 
designed and constructed to support the medallion. 

Virgil sign to go 


The welcome sign for drivers as they 
enter Virgil along Niagara Stone Road 
will not make it through another year. 

The Town is looking at locations for 
a new sign that would incorporate the 
medallion in the centre of the sign 
that was paid for and installed by the 
Virgil Business Association about 20 
years ago. 

Kevin Turcotte, manager of parks 
and recreation, told VBA members at a 
recent meeting that the region has said 
the sign must be moved, said Phil Leb- 
oudec, VBA president. 

The new Gretzky winery will have a 
driveway that exits onto Niagara Stone 
Road just north of the roundabout, and 
the sign will block sight lines and create

a safety hazard, the region has said. 

Turcotte says they are looking at sites 
on the other side of Concession 6. 

But the current structure is not 
expected to survive being moved, said 
Leboudec, so a new sign is needed, or 
at least a new foundation for the centre 
medallion. 

“If it can't be moved, we have to wait 
and see what a new sign would look 
like," said Leboudec. “We hope to have 
some input to the final design, and we’ll 
look forward to seeing something in its 
place that will continue to be as iconic 
as the existing sign.” 

The winery has committed $12,500, 
which should cover the cost, said Tur-

Too many notable women for just one Canadian bill 


M ema Forster was 
stunned as she 
watched Prime 


Minister Justin Trudeau 



ig for this for 
years, it was hard to believe 
the victory, the historian 
and author of 100 Canadian 
Heroines (Dundum, 2004) 
and 100 More Canadian 
Heroines (Dundum, 2011) 


Forster has been 
campaigning since a picture 
of the Famous Five (who led 
the charge in the 1800s to get 
women legally recognized as 
"persons" with rights) was 
removed from the $50 bill 
in 2011. A petition Forster 
launched on Change.org in 
2013 garnered more than 
73,000 signatures to bring 
women back to Canadian 
currency. 

Even the U.S. is getting 
ahead, announcing last year 
its redesigned $10 bill will 
feature an iconic American 
woman, to be chosen by the 

Now that this oversight is 
being rectified, our question 
is: why just one? How can one 
woman represent all Canadian

great choices to represent 
women on our bucks, like 
a personal favourite, 1812 
heroine Laura Secord. Here 
are seven lesser-known 
Canadian heroes we also think 
would be ideal on Canadian 

How better to encourage 
young women to look at 
non-traditional careers 
than by honouring Elsie 
MacGill, Canada’s “Queen of 
Hurricanes.” As the world's 
first female aeronautical 
engineer, MacGill oversaw 
production of Hurricane 
fighter planes during the 
Second World War. She 
also helped devise the 
first international safety 
regulations for commercial 
aircraft. 

And certainly we’d put 
forward Canada’s first female 
member of parliament, Agnes 
MacPhail. She was also the 
founder of the Elizabeth Fry 
Society of Canada, advocating 
for better prison conditions 
for women. 

One name we've written 
about before is Viola 
Desmond, who fought 
segregation in Canada. 

Mary Two-Axe Earley is 
another little-known but 
powerful activist deserving 
recognition. In the 1960s, 
she stood up for indigenous 
women stripped of their rights 
by laws under Canada’s Indian 


te Madeleine 
te Quebec trade 
tivist who fought for 


workers’ rights in the early 
20th century and helped 
found the National Action 
Committee on the Status of 
Women. 

We can’t overlook the 
contributions of Canadian 
immigrants and minorities, 
like the incredible 
entrepreneur, philanthropist 
and activist Jean Lumb, aka 
Wong Toy Jin. At 18, she 
started her own grocery 
business in Toronto, and went 
on to support diverse causes, 
from education to health 
care to the arts. In the 1950s, 
Lumb advocated to change 
discriminatory laws that kept 
immigrants from bringing 
their families to Canada. She 
went on to become the first 

member of the Order of 
Canada.

to the ER in the last few weeks 
of life, for no benefit for the 
patient - only added misery. 

That was certainly the case 
for my wife's aunt Betty, avery 
bright woman until her late 
60s when she developed what 
was probably Alzheimer's 
disease. Knowing Betty in her 
best days, I'm sure she would 
have been appalled to wit¬ 
ness her near vegetative state 
which went on needlessly 
for several years, aided and 
abetted by ill-advised trips to 
the ER, to be treated for this 
or that infection, dehydration, 
upset electrolytes or some 
adverse effect from one or 
more of the many drugs she 
was on. In an earlier, wiser era 
these complications would 
have seen as the 'friends’ to 
ease her exit from this world. 

Instead, with no plan in 
place, whatever was left of 
her hollowed-out brain and 
person, went on suffering for 
years before she finally died, a 
curled-up, wasted, unrespon¬ 
sive old lady, too often lying 
on soiled sheets unattended 
by harried understaffed 
nurses, nurses aids or support 
workers looking after other 
similar patients. 

No wonder the primary 
concerns of many in late life 
or those with a severe debili¬ 
tating disease at almost any 


age, include losing control 
over their exit 

Unfortunately for too many 
- the homeless, those whose 
families live too far away to be 
of any immediate assistance 
or those who live alone and 
barely manage to look alter 
themselves - circumstance 
too often overtakes events. 
Those fears become reality, 
made worse sometimes by a 
clouded, confused mind, or 
perhaps the inability to make 
their thoughts and feelings 
known because of a sudden, 
usually massive speech¬ 
robbing, stroke. 

What’s the lesson? Too 
many of us procrastinate 
and fail to make our wishes 
known beforehand about 
how we would like to script 
our ending. Yet, as with other 
important transitions in life, 
death is too important to leave 
to chance especially when we 
have an opportunity to make 
ourviews known to family, 
friends and our health care 
providers well beforehand 
and revise as necessary. Most 
of the time that planning pays 
off and it certainly pays off for 
those left to look after us when

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
gearing up for the national 
Communities in Bloom 
competition by spending 
more money on floral dis¬ 
plays, flags and Christmas 
decorations throughout the 


received a five-bloom rat¬ 
ing in the provincial com¬ 
petition - the highest rating 
possible for the program. 
That score allowed NOTL 
to compete at the national 
level this year against other 
communities with similar 
populations. 

At its Monday meeting, 


the operations advisory 
committee approved tak¬ 
ing $66,500 from the park¬ 
ing reserve fund for hang¬ 
ing baskets, an expansion of 
Christmas displays, and the 
installation of flags on the 
main streets of its five com¬ 
munities - Old Town, Virgil, 
Queenston, St. Davids and 
Glendale. 


The town will also be 
soliciting donations from 
the community for further 
enhancements. The local 
Communities in Bloom com¬ 
mittee, a volunteer group of 
local residents, is chaired by 
Coun. Betty Disero. 

“Some of the program 
benefits... are increased civic 
pride, community participa¬ 


tion, environmental stew¬ 
ardship, mobilization of cit¬ 
izens, groups, organizations, 
businesses and the munici¬ 
pality," staff reported. “It also 
has positive benefits for tour¬ 
ism, hospitality and retail 
industries. 

The Communities in 
Bloom program focuses on 
enhancing green spaces and 


is run by a non-profit organi¬ 
zation. It began in 1995 and 
now includes hundreds of 
communmes. 

Trained volunteer judges 
will travel across the country 
in July to evaluate the partic¬ 
ipants. The national awards 
ceremonies will be held in 
Charlottetown in Septem¬ 
ber.

The first class is straight 
stock - it’s a demolition derby 
for full-sized cars that have 
been gutted inside but retain 
their stock motors. They’re 
great for attracting people 
who want to have a good 
time and have an older car 
that they don't mind destroy¬ 
ing, and don’t want to do a 
lot of work to it in prepara¬ 
tion for the event. 

Then there's the mini 
smash - the cars are four cyl¬ 
inder - but the action prom¬ 
ises to be just as exciting, 
with drivers all wanting to 
have the last car running. 

The third class is a four- 
cylinder figure 8 race, with 
smaller cars racing to be the 
first to complete 15 full fig¬ 
ure 8 laps to win. Some con¬ 
tact is expected, but drivers 
are not expected to smash 
and crash - cars are usually 
still running when the race 
is finished, says Williams. It’s
